New York. Dec. 17.—A Washington 


dispatch to The Herald says: 


Minister Beaupre will be brought to 


the United States from Cartagena, Co- 
lombia, by a whole smiadron of war- 
shiys. It was stated at the navy ile- 
l.artment that Rear Admiral Coghlan. 
has reported conditions so quiet on the 
north side of the isthmus that it will 
be serfectly safe to send an entile 
squadron, consisting probably of the

(hat during recent storms clouds o 
sand wore blown shoreward, covering 
the town. 


All shipping has been crippled, as 


it seems impossible to drag the vessel; 
back into the water for thousands o 
feet in order to resume traffic. Work 
in most of the factories also has been 
stopped, owing to lack of water. 


The Sea of Azof is about as large as 


Lake Erie and lies north of the Black 
Sea, in Russia, with which it is con 
nected by straits. Nearly all the large 
warships of Russia have been built in 
its harbors, as the surrounding country 
is replete with vast foresTand mineral 


The Azof shore is often called the 


Riviera of Russia. Here are palatial 
homes not only of the imperial family 
of Russia, but of members of the Mus- 
covite aristocracy for whom this is 
the most popular summer resort.

GUESSING 


Contests And Get Rich Quick Concerns 


Aimed at by Bills Introduced 


in Congress. 


Washington, Dec 17i—Two bills have 


been introduced in the Senate by Sen- 
ator Penrose designed to strengthen 
the laws regulating the 
use of the 


mails.' One is aimed at the "get-rich- 
quick" turf concerns, another at guess- 
ing contests, and includes the District 
of Columbia and "all territory within 
the jurisdiction of the United. States" 
in the law forbidding the use of the 
mails for the transmission of lottery 
tickets. 


The bi'ls were d/awn in the law re- 


vision bureau of the postofflce depart- 
ment. Tbe act of 1890 forbHding lot- 
teries is amended by inserting the fol 
lowing language in the prohibitory sec- 
tion: 


"Or anv person or company conduct- 


ing any competition or cortest involv- 
ing the award of prices based upon the 
relative accuracy of guesses or esti- 
mates, or conducting any scheme or 
device for betting, wagering or mak- 
ing pools upon horse races, or other 
similar contests." 


The Senate commilttee on postofflce 


and post roads heard the objections of 
a number of representatives of instir- 
.ince companies to tbe passage of the 
bill prer.are.l 'iy rtate insurance com- 
missioners to bar fraudulent insurance 
companies from using the mails. Sev- 
eral of tbo^e heard agreed that the bill 
as it is proposed to amend it would not 
seriously 
injut« legitimate business, 


but at the same time opposed 
the 


measure on the ground that it was a 
•otep toward dangerous legislation.
